Dietionary,” issued by Charles Holeyrevised by
Willlam A, Wheeler, and reprinted by Hurd &
Hougbton. Adltewspeaking of the difficulties of
the task of lesuilng such & work, and how muach
eavler it was to find faull than to originate a
compendinm #o0 universal as the one befora us,
we had cocnsion 10 speak rether harshly of the
preface to the work by Mr, Wheeler, We said:—

"It Is & diragreoable task lor an Ameriean roviower
fo declde in favor ol & florelgner, and in oppesition
to iy dopunirymen, Yet we must coufess that s
more uujnst iniroduetion than was signed Ly Mr,
W. A. Wheeler cannot be coteeived. While in
gonoral torms e wiks about the ‘great Industry,
research, snd goneral nocuraey’ of the orlginal ao-
thor, yet he at opee plunges into my Improvements,
corrvetions, apd sdditions. He statos that he addod
one huoored American names, and moentions a dozen
i alphabetionl order, He states thint ho added sowea
hutopean names ‘omittod,” aud g ves s wen, all of
wiieh coulo aave been omitted sud not missed, in
no* i lew watances I have beon able to supn)y miss-
mg dates; whilo ol datea erroneously goven, or
marked as doubtfal, [ have corrected or vonficd a
sl larger wumber. It will thus bp seen
that Mr. Wheelor calls the reader's attention to the
doieots, slights all the morits, and tukes as mnch
oredit to himsoli as possible. When it is rememn:
bered that Mr. Ho e compiied twenty thonsaud
patnes, into what msigmbonnee does sr. Woselor's
hunured additional dink! OfF all the dates filed up
and corrected, we bhave no testimony excopt Mr
Wheelor's own words, as he gives us no means ol
distnpuishing the onginal from the revised
LUunder the cirowmstanves, wo cannot but secuase
the Ametican cditor of arrogaling vo himsell gudus
erdit, and aoirmctiug upjustly from the hard-
earned bonor or Mr. Hole, Te the latter gontlos
mun belsngs by far the greater part, 11 not all the
credit of the work. We will not sound Mr. Wlheolor’s
praises; he hus aonse so 100 freely himselr™

At this criticism Mr, Wheoler has seen fit to
take exception, and a copy o! his letter bus boen

furmshed to us through Messrs, Hurl &
Houghton:

Having thus allowed Mr, Wheeler to tedl Lis
own tale, we would sav 0 word.

tor ol the volume are fomund in Mr. Whee-
ler's pretace; and if space would admit, we
would give the whole introductory note entire,
And all the pralse allotted is that it “shows
groat industry, conseientious research, and wene-
ral nccuracy.” Considering that the grent body
of the work, 18,000 out of the 20,000 names, at
least, must have been placed there by Mr. Hole,
are we unjust in expecting of Mr. Wheeler a
little wore acknowledgment ?

His improvements and corrections are not
designaled, aud if the writer desived really to
“limit his responstbility,” would he not nave
bad some mark for what he did and what he
left-untouched ?  Does hisx prelace liwmit the
responsibility 1u the least ¥ We cannot see that
it does, exzept foe a8 “Adams, Burr, O(w,”
and the dozen wumes he mentions, are oon
cerned.  We tharelore must hold to our opinion
that Mr, Wheeler has arrogated to himsell by
far too much credit. Tt was his place either 10
buve given a modest preface, saying that wnore
it was possible he had 1mpro sed a good work,
or elte to have, by some typographical sigo,
designated which was his and which was Me,
Hole's—1o have #ven the originator oredir as
well as himsell for that part which was untonched.
We do nor doubt that the work was mach ym-
proved by ihe American reviser, yet the publie
would Lave appreciated the whole better lind
be not pressed bis clpms o loudly,
